Numbered 986—Fifty Ships Miss- 
Ing That Year. 

Careful French statisticians compile 
each year for the “Bureau Veritas” a | 
record of the accidents and losses sut. | 
fered for a twelve-month by the mer- | 
chant marine of all nations from which | 
data are obtainable, says a writer in| 
Harper’s Magazine. The yearly sum- 
mary put forth by the “Bureau Veri- | 
tas” is counted authoritative by all | 
maritime men—owners, agents, under- 
writers. Few who loll in the paim/ 
gardens or loiter on the roadways of | 
the swift cities of ease that cross the | 
Atlantic know the “Bureau Veritas,” | 
its record of the tolls gathered by |, 
that complacent sea down—far down | 
—below the rails. | 

Nine hundred and eighty-six vessels | 
of the world’s merchant reg 
steam and sail—totally lost in the 
year 1908, says these careful French | 
statisticians; and this tally recognizes | 
only steam vessels of over 100 tons’ | 
burden. Such the record of complete | 
destruction, and the following the 
count of damage not irreparable: 4,273 | 
steamers injured by fire, collision, 
stranding, stress of weather, and 
other causes. - 
from year to year; in 1907 there were 
1,104 total losses among merchant 
ships; in 1905 1,038 steamships and 
sailing vessels were gripped by the | 
sea. 

No count is kept of the men who go 
down in the ships that are lost. The 
statisticians deal only with commer- , 
cial values. No bureau in the world 
finds profit or incentive in keeping 
count of the thousands of sea-workers 
who are claimed as toll by the sea we 
reckon tamed, Only this is taken in 
count; that evéry day in the year 
somewhere on the restless wastes of 
the seven seas two—in some years 
three—ships are snatched In greed by 
the power. that tolerates the many. 
So the average has it.

FARMERS DEMONSTRATION 
TRAIN COMING 


Farmers, vineyardists, orchardists, 
stock-men, poultry-men, bee-keepers— 
in fact, every resident (male and 
female) of rural California, will be 
interested in the announcement that 
the annual demonstration train of the 
Southern Pacific Company and -Uni- 
versity of California, will start om its 
fourth tour of the State on Novémber 
13th, leaving Sacramento at 7:30 
o'clock in the morning and holding its 
first meeting at Lineoln, Cak, com- 
mencing at 9 o’clock the same: morn- 
ing. The initial trip contemplates a 
ten days’ absence and includes stops 
at thirty-one communities in North- 
ern California. : 

The make-up of the train—which 
will be in charge of experts from the 
Agricultural College of the University, 
and from the State Farm at Davis— 
will consist of six passenger coaches, 
given over to exhibits of different 
branches of husbandry; one baggage 
car, also for exhibits; a sleeper, a 
diner and a baggage car for the ac- 
commodation of the train crew. The 
passenger coaches contain samples of 
various grain, fruit and vegetable 
crops, together with interesting dis- 
plays of other State products which 
can not fail to engage the attention of 
the up-to-date grower and_ producer. 

This will be the fourth annual 
junket of the demonstration train, 
which has accomplished a great work 
in the edueation and advisement of 
the California farmer. During the 
season of. 1908-09 the train covered 
2,608 miles, attracting 37,270 persons 
to the 239 meetings held. In 1909-10 
the trip was extended, 3,456 miles 
covered, 222 meetings held and 73,663 
persons entertained. In 1910-11 the 
frain visited Owens Valley in addition 
to the regular districts—4,020 miles 
were covered; 225 meetings held and 
76,236 persons entertained. 

The expenses of the demonstration 
train, outside of the installation of the 
exhibits and the salaries of the experts, 
are borne entirely by the railroad com- 
pany, the amount set aside for this 
purpose being approximately $10,000 
a year, not counting wear and tear on 
equipment. The dtscussions include 
practieally every subject of interest to 
the growers and stock-men, with lec- 
tures on the latest practical improve- 
ments in the farmlig world. 

The towns to be visited on this first 
irip,. together with ihe dates, are as 
follows: November i3th, Lincoln, 
Wheatland and Marysville; November 
14th, Oroville, Bogue and = Knight’s 
Landing; November 15th, Live Oak,

18th, Doris and Macdoel; November 
19th (Sunday—no demonstrations): 
November 20th, Montague, Gazelle and 
Edgewood; November 21st, Corning, 
Hamilton and Orland; November 22nd, 
Germantown, Willows, Maxwell and 
Williams; November 23rd, Arbuckle, 
Dunnigan, Yolo and Woodland. 

Later in the season trips will be 
made to the Colfax district: San 
Joaquin and Owens valleys; Placer- 
ville; Southern California, including 
Imperial Valley: the Coast Line, 
northward from Los Angeles; and the 
Bay Counties. northward from Santa 
Clara and San Jose. A big attendance 
is expected.
